Citrus By-Products 


Are Being Developed 


The progress of the use of cull lemons 


and oranges in various by-products was 
recently shown to various officials of 
he California Fruit Exchange in a, tour 
of inspection. 


The San Dimas plant, which makes 


orange products, was first visited. Here 
Manager Cassel stated that the out- 
standing achievement of the year at San 
Dimas is the recovery of the essential 
oil of orange, which has been under 
way 24 hours a day snice March 1st, 
over 4,500 tons o'f frozen oranges having 
been processed. 


Many of the visitors saw for the first 


time this valuable oil being recovered 
by the use of centrifugal separators. 
The oil finds a ready market at very 
satisfactory prices, and as an excellent 
oil can be obtained from the frozen 
fruit that would otherwise be entirely 
worthless, the importance of the ac- 
complishment is evident. 


In the years when the orange culls are 


not frozen, the juice from the oranges 
first processed for oil can be used to 
make orange juice, either as a liquid 
concentrate or dehydrated in a powder 
form, also for orange vinegar, which is 
a splendid new product steadily gaining 
in favor. 


With the co-operation of the exchange 


research laboratory, the San Dimas plant 
is now producing concentrated orange 
juice, and the guests were given an 
opportunity to test the product in its 
reconstituted form, and it was generally 
conceded that very real progress has 
been made. The plant is also manufac- 
turing orange peel in two ways, in the 
dehydrated form and in brine. 


After visiting the orange products 


factory, the party was given an oppor- 
tunity to view the various experiments 
now under way in the research labora- 
tory of the exchange at Corona. Chief 
Chemist Wilson has been devoting most 
of his attention to methods of preserv- 
ing orange and lemon peel both in a 
concentrated liquid and a hydratcd pow- 
der form. The solving of this problem 
is the key to maximum success in the 
citrus by-products business, and consid- 
erable progress has been made, in the 
opinion of Mr. Wilson, particularly with 
the liquid concentrated form, which is 
now being produced at San Dimas. Over 
four thousand samples of bottled juice 
are undergoing test in the laboratory. 


Another product of the oranges and 


lemons which gives promise of commer- 
cial development is,"pectin." Pectin 
is the property of fruits which causes 
jelly to "jell." The pectin content of 
the fruits and berries commonly used 
in the making of jelly and preserves . 
varies, and varies markedly in certain 
fruits with the degree of ripeness. This 
fact is responsible for many of the home 
canning failures, and jelly and preserve 
actories guard against this lack by the 
ildition of apple pectin to their jellies, 
he white pulp of oranges and lemons 
very rich in pectin and processes are 


ow being worked out to extract this 
ectin and prepare it in highly conceu- 
•ated forms ready for, instant use. 
The Corona plant has been in com- 


nercial operation for seven years and 
uring that time has produced over 
,918,000 pounds of citric acid. 
Citric 


cid is made from the juice of lemons, 
he juice being extracted, after which 
; is treated with lime to form citrate 
f lime, an intermediate product. The 
itrate of lime in powder form is then 
reated with sulphuric acid which frees 
he citric acid to be crystallized out 
}y evaporation. 


Citric acid has many commercial uses, 


he principal one being in the manufae- 
ure of soft drinks. It is also used ex- 
ensively in photography and in the 
ixation of fabric dyes. 


Heretofore Italy has supplied most 


of the citric acid to be used in this 
;ountry, but the product of the Ex- 
ihange Lemon Products Company has 
seen steadily gaining ground until last 
year its output was 20 per cent of the 
domestic consumption. Running at capa- 
ity all season, the Corona plant is now 
equipped to produce a third of the nor- 
mal quantity used in the United States. 
Lemon oil is also made at Corona, fol- 
lowing the same process used in the 
extraction of the orange oil. 


Director Hart stated that it was en- 


couraging to note the substantial pro- 
gress that has been made so far in the 
development of by-products of citrus 
fruits having commercial value. 
An 


industry necessarily has to pioneer in 
the development of useful by-products, 
ho stated, and the citrus industry has 
been no exception. Not only do chemi- 
cal methods for the recovery of the by- 
products have to be worked out, but 
practical machinery needed to process 
the fruit has to be designed. 
This 


makes progress slow and some mistakes 
inevitable. But with an estimated cul- 
lage of 56,250,000 pounds of oranges 
and at least an equal weight of lemons 
in a normal year, the industry cannot 
afford to spare any effort in effecting a 
salvage of this fruit thru the develop- 
ment of useful citrus by-products.

There is nothing strange in the fact that Governor Stephens has

was then a district that comprised the whole of Los Angeles county, 
it was not at all surprising that he met with instant approval in city 
and county. Stephens in congress was a genial, forceful figure. 
Largely through his efforts the Los Angeles harbor appropriations 
were obtained, a critical turning point in the history of that city.

He is simple in his demeanor and plain in his utterances, but I 
believe him to be one of the best-grounded in fundamentals of Amer- 
ican life of any man ever in public life in California.

Governor Stephens, does not have to remember to be patriotic; 


he does not have to school himself to think in terms of the common 
people; he never struggles with himself to utter his advocacy of 
child welfare measures, and he does not have to be told to work in 
the interests of the farmer and the fruit-raiser. These questions and 
many more of fundamental importance are on his heart because of 
his training, because of his early farm life in Ohio, because of having 
an inseparable part of ruyged American life. 


Governor Stephens has held this commonwealth steady during a 


period of war and reconstruction when there was a tendency in the 
country as a whole to rock the boat. No better type of man could 
have been selected for that peculiar period from which we have just 
emerged. He has been firm with the lawless element, but has no use 
for persecution.

others; it is a state of tremendous potentiality; it is a state that is 
preparing properly its next generation for business and government; 
it is prosperous and progressive, and much of this is due to sound, 
courageous, forward-looking government under the guidance of this 
true man of the people. Governor Stephens is hale and strong in 
body and mind, at the very height of his value to the state, and I 
believe he will be re-elected by a majority convincing as to his right 
to the place of chief executive of this great and progressive state.

Public Spirit and Enterprise 


(From La Verne Leader)—If there is any town in Southern 


California with more public spirit and enterprise than Covina, 
the editor of the Leader does not know of it. Covina, as far as 
population goes, is only slightly ahead of La Verne, having but 
300 to 400 more people than our little city. But they maintain 
an active chamber of commerce with a paid secretary and head- 
quarters. They have a thriving business center, with practically 
every business represented, and the town seems prosperous in 
spite of the heavy jolt it received last winter from the freeze. 
The community around Covina undoubtedly suffered more heav- 
ily from the frost than any other spot in the state. Yet in spite 
of this, "business as usual" has been praticed, and the two news- 
papers of Covina have every evidence of a prosperous business 


which is an indication that the business men of the town are 


likewise prosperous. 


The proposition is now before the people of Covina to spend 


$12 000 for a municipal swimming pool, this matter to be voted 
on toward the latter part of August. 
This movement is backed 


by the Covina chamber of commerce. It undoubtedly has its 
bearings on the business of the community as well as the physi- 
cal and moral effect it will have on the young people. When the 
young people and the boys and girls leave their own community 
for a swimming pool elsewhere, it often means a business loss to 
the home community, especially when accompanied by their par- 
ents. More or less purchases are made, and money spent on 
these trips, and the home town is the loser. And again, when 
young people go unaccompanied by parents or without chaperon- 
age, they are liable to fall into questionable company and are 
endangered morally. Further, a swimming pool in the home 
town is under supervision of your own neighbors and townsmen, 
and can be inspected at any time by any one interested, both as 
to the conduct of the bathers, and also as to its sanitary condition. 


Thus it seems to us that a swimming pool will undoubtedly 


be an asset to the live town of Covina. 


And likewise for the same reasons, it would be a valuable 


factor in the civic advancement of La Verne, and we believe con- 
tribute to the physical and moral w-d&ire of our..pepple.,._. .., ,. 


An Overcrowded Calling 


The labor mix-up has developed that we have in America 


a scarcity of skilled labor, of builders of various sorts, of work- 
ers in iron and stone and wood. In the American country town, 
which of old used to feed apprentices and journeymen into the 
mill of our great cities, the apprentice in any useful calling is 
almost unknown. The newspaper office is always looking for 
an office devil. The carpenter is always eager for a helper. 
The blacksmith, the painter, the stonemason and the shoemaker 


all are old men. When the present generation of skilled 


labor dies it would seem that their art might die with them. 


But down in the garage the car flies are so thick you can 


stir them with a spoon. Out at the hangar the youth of the 
countryside is doing the ornate standing around while the work- 
men sweat and the farmer boy won't come to town unless he 
can ride in the car and have change for the movie. Youth will 
have its way, but it's a mighty poor way if the next generation 
is going to pay for its meal ticket. 


About the only calling in the United States today over- 


crowded with youth is social secretary to the purveyor of soda 
swills. 
There the youth of the land is getting duck legged 


squatting on stools, and is so inveterately pressing1 up against 
the counter that it has gouged a bar crease across its belly. It 
remains to be seen whether or not that calling will buy shoes 
for the baby and keep mamma in bridge money. If it fails, this 
country is in for a bad quarter of a century.—W. A. White.

necessary to grow all of the different varieties of fruit from 
tropical to the most hardy, and with these natural advantages 
there is no reason why we cannot make her the fruit supply 
source of North America. 


We are continually hearing the cry of "over production," 


and no doubt this keeps many of the more timid ones from en- 
gaging in the fruit business. Perhaps this is as it should be 
for no one should engage in that business (or any other for that 
matter) unless he has enough faith in the undertaking to, if 
necessary, give it all the energy, thought and financial assistance 
at his command, ever looking forward with confidence in the 
ultimate outcome and pausing only long enough to use each fail- 
ure as a stepping stone to attain ultimate success. 


We well remember how dismal the future of the citrus in- 


dustry looked some 35 years ago when it seemed impossible to 
get anything but red ink returns on citrus shipments and the 
cry went up that we had too many oranges. Today we are 
shipping carloads where we were shipping boxes at that time, 
and they are all consumed at prices remunerative to the pro- 
ducer. People are learning the value of fruit as a diet and each 
year the consumption of fresh fruit per capita increases. A 
well known fruit shipper advised the writer some years ago that 
a certain eastern town where he used to ship ten boxes of oranges 
per week was now taking three carloads per week. This just 
shows the normal increase in the consumption of oranges in one 
ton in about 30 years' time. 


We presume that this holds true in the case of all other 


fresh fruits, and we 'believe with Mr. Bergtholdt that there will 
be a market for all the fruit that can be raised on every avail- 
able acre of suitable fruit land in California. This, of course 
provided those varieties are planted that are best suited to the 
soil and climatic conditions of the locality. .Also provided the 
growers of California continue to strive to maintain our reputa- 
tion for supplying good fruit, Avell packed and delivered iu an 
attractive condition. 


Let all Califoruians stand together for better orchards, more 


prolific production, and higher quality of fruit, and the demand 
will surely come for all the good fruit we can supply.—Califor- 
nia Cultivator.

This is one of the homiest, most com- 
fortable, most satisfying parks in South- 
ern California, and Mr. W. L. Scott, 
superintendent of parks in Riverside, 
declares 'that its greatest feature is its 
punge. 
In fact -he dccares that this 


plunge. 
In fact he declares that this 


city has, excepting none. 


This plunge is 50x120 feet in area, 


graduated from the usual shallow end 
to eight feet at the deep end. . It has 
125 dressing rooms, laundry, office, the 
usual outfit of concrete walks, and equip- 
ment. 
It carries about 600 bathing 


suits, and could make use of more. 
In 


Riverside, as in Alhambra, the people 
are very largely trained to the use of 
their own suits, while Pomona has an 
outfit of 4,000 such suits, and seems 
to find that she needs them. The plunge 
is fed with the finest of water, at a 
moderate temperature, by an artesian 
well. 
This well flows at the rate of 


18 or 20 inches, and usually this flow 
goes into and out of the plunge into 
the lake, effecting a change of water at 
least once a day by a continuous pro- 
cess. 
At night the sluicegates at the 


bottom of the plunge are opened, and 
the out-rush of water carries all the 
soil and sand that have been gathered 
during the day out into the lake. Once 
a week the plunge im emptied and 
given a good scrubbing to keep down 
the moss growth. 
For water supply 


Riverside distances all competition, and 
its opalescent greens and blues make 
it a pool of surpassing beauty. 


In the busy season three men are 


used-in connection with the pool, 8-hour 
shifts, but the shifts do not coincide 
in time, so the pool has attendance over 
a long period of hours, with full force 
at the peak of the business. The towels 
are laundered at 2 cents each, the suits 
are laundered at the pool. Over 
was last year's bill for towel laundry. 
There is also a women caretaker. The 
office man is a good life guard, and the 
pool is never without this watchcare. 


The price scale at Riverside is very 


attractive. Room, with towel, costs 15 
cents; or the room charge alone is 15 
cents, 
cents.

established in some nearby town. 
It 


is a fact, as he asserts, that the more 
plunges there are the more patrons 
The splendid Colton pool, 'only a few 
miles away, was expected to cut into 
the business of the Fairmount 
park 


plunge heavily, but it didn't. Mr. Scott 
says that the Colton plunge has helped 
the business of the Riverside plunge 
This, he is very positive, will be the 
effect of plunge building in any othei 
town.

The articles on exhibit will be insured 


for more than $2,000,000.

The amusement program is a repro- 


duction of the New York Hippodrome 
shows—the first time they have been 
brought to the coast. 


More than 2,000 people will partici- 


pate in the entertainment features.

Citrus Growers Plan 


Field Demonstrations 


The executive committee of the re- 


cently organized citrus growers' depart- 
ment of the Los Angeles county farm 
bureau, on -which Henry Damerel, Co- 
vina's well known citrus grower, is 
the local representative^ held their first 
meeting in Los Angeles this week for 
the purpose of outlining plans for the 
fall work. Plans were laid for a com- 
prehensive series of field demonstrations 
for the study of the mpst efficient meth- 
ods of orchard irrigation. These meet- 
ings will be held during September and 
will be conducted by Farm Advisor 
Hodgson and Assistant Farm Advisor 
L. C. Holmes, for many years connected 
with the bureau of soils and one of 
the best soil specialists in 
western 


United States. Following these demon- 
strations it is expected that a number 
of orchards will be selected on which 
the irrigation practice will be regulated 
according to monthly observations made 
by the agricultural extension service. 
It is felt that this important project 
will likely result in the saving of much 
valuable irrigation water and a decided 
improvement in tree conditions. 


Arrangements were also made for a 


cooperative field survey of several hun- 
dred citrus groves for the purpose of 
establishing the .best fertilizer practice 
and of determining the frost hazard. 
These surveys will be undertaken in co: 
operation with Prof. R. S. Vaile of the 
citrus experiment station, and will prob- 
ably be conducted during the months 
of October and November.
